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EXAMINER' S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Claims 3, 4, 12, 13, 21, 23-27, 29, 30, 33-37, 56-58, 62, 64, 65, 68, 87-90, 92, 105, 107- 
114, 119-123, 125, 130, 139-141, 152, 155-158, 160, 161, 166-170, 198, and 199 are canceled. 

As noted in the letter mailed October 29, 2007, claims 3, 4, 12, 13, 21, 23-27, 29, 30, 33- 
37, 56-58, 62, 64, 65,68, 87-90, 92, 105, 107-114, 125, 130, 139-141, 152, 155, 156, 160, 161, 
166-170, 174, 177, 178, 182, 183, 188-192, 198, and 199, which were not rejected in the final 
Office action but were objected to as not being in independent form, were cancelled by the 
examiner in accordance with MPEP § 1214.06, especially section II. Because these claims were 
canceled, re-writing these claims in independent form has no effect. The claims remain 
canceled. 

Although inadvertently omitted from the discussion in the letter mailed October 29, 2007, 
the rejection of claims 1 19-123 was upheld on various grounds by the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences in the decision mailed August 17, 2007. These claims were included in 
Rejections I, HI, IV, VI, and IX (see pages 5-6 and 20 of the decision), which rejections were 
affirmed. Accordingly, claims 1 19-123 are canceled. 

As noted in the letter mailed October 29, 2007, the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences reversed all rejections against claim(s) 157, 158, 176, 179, and 180. Applicant has 
re-written claims 157 and 158 in independent form. However, claim 157 as amended omits the 
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limitation of claim 149, upon which it previously depended, and raises issues under 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph, for lack of antecedent basis for the phrase "said human" at line 7. Claim 
158 as amended omits the limitations of claims 149, 150, and 154, upon which it previously 
depended. Because the time period for response to the letter mailed October 29, 2007 is now 
expired, and no extensions of time are permitted, claims 157 and 158 are canceled. Applicant 
has canceled claims 176, 179, and 180 in the amendment filed November 29, 2007. 

Claims 6-10, 14-17, 40-49, 51, 59-61, 63, 66, 67, 69-85, 91, 93-100, and 118 are allowed.
